REMARKS / ARGUMENTS 

I. General Remarks. 

Claims 1-59 are pending in this application. Claims 18-26, 29-50 and 51-59 have 
been withdrawn due to a restriction requirement. Applicants reserve the right to present claims 
18-26 and 29-59 in one or more divisional applications. 

II. Restriction /Election Requirement 

A Restriction requirement was issued by the Examiner under 35 U.S.C. 121. The 
Examiner identified four groups of claims, namely, Group I comprising claims 1-17, 27 and 28 
drawn to particulates comprising silica and aluminum oxide with at least one void, classified in 
class 428, subclass 403; Group II comprising claims 18-26 drawn to a method of making the 
aforementioned particulate, classified in class 264, subclass 109; Group III comprising claims 
29-50 drawn to a method of fracturing a subterranean formation using two fluids, wherein one of 
the fluids contains the aforementioned particulate, classified in class 166, subclass 308.1; and 
Group IV comprising claims 51-59, drawn to a method of installing a gravel pack with a 
composition that includes the aforementioned particulate, classified in class 166, subclass 278. 

Applicant's elect the claims of Group I, namely 1-17, 27 and 28, without traverse.
